an increase of $5,000,000 over the 
present year. 

Should the estimate of the tax

HEALTH TALKS

LOST: A LITTLE MOTHER. 
Friday the sixth of November (it 
might well have been the thirteenth) 


I printed here a letter from a 14- 
year-old child who described herself 
as the “ashamed mother of. a 4-month-

Naturally the Atlanta boosters 
“honed,” in Georgia parlance, for their 
own bugle horn. 

There is a conflict of testimonies 
about toe first newspaper published 
in Atlenta. There is agreement that 
it was lannched in 1845, but some 
accounts say “The Democrat” was 
the pioneer weekly, while others de- 
clare that “The Luminary,” edit- 
ed by Rev. Joseph Baker, is entitled 
to the honor. ' No file of either paper 
is known to exist and there is no ab- 
solute proof as to which one was ac- 
tually the first herald of Atlanta. 


“The Democrat” was put out by Dr. 
W. H. Fonerden, an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the ew Polk and Dallas na- 
tional administration. His newspa- 
per was primarily intended to inform 
and fire-up the “unterrified democra- 
cy” of the region, but it finally per- 
ished from lack of proper nursing and 
nourishment. 

“The Luminary” was begun, as re- 
lated, by a progressive preacher, Rev. 
Joseph Baker, and edited dually by 
himself and a Mr. Clapp. It was 
not professedly political, but rather 
on the uplift order, cultural and pi- 
quant; but the sheriff “flagged” it 
and put out its light. 

In 1846, although the entire popu- 
lation was not over three hundred 
souls, two other weekly journals chal- 
lenged for patronage and popularity. 
One was “The Enterprise,” happily 
named and conducted by William H. 
Royal. The other was “The South- 
ern Missellany.” It aimed to be a 
review of southern activities and to 
represent sonthern literary taste. But 
they, also, foundered in shoal waters 
and sank “spurlos cersenkt,” since no 
vestige of them can now be found. 
Their files, if extant, would undoubt- 
edly supply many illuminating items 
of local history, uncovering events and 
names that have been effaced by the 
current of years. A smallpox epi- 
demie in 1847 caused the “Miscel- 
lany” to suspend publication,

motto he carried was “Go ahead!” And 
one can justly wonder, even now, 
how in that day he managed to make 
it “go ahead” for thirty-nine succes- 
It must have been a rec- 
ord feat! 

It was in 1849, when the city had 
reached its fifth year as a corpora- 
tion, that business and political con- 
ditions seemed to warrant the launch- 
ing of a daily newspaper. 

“The Atianta Intelligencer” was 
the name appropriated for the ambi- 
tious undertaking, since its announced 
purpose was to “tell the world,” after 
the manner of a great modern jour- 
nal, “all the news fit to print.” It 


and obtained public confidence and 
atronage. It flourished until the 
Var Between the States, forged 
through its vicissitudes, and made a 
brave endeavor to “come back” with | 
ristine courage and success, but the 
ean and parlous years of military rule 
and reconstruction forced it to an 
honorable surrender. 


Meantime, in 1851, Rev. George 
Russell Renean, a gentleman of fine 
character and culture, with French- 
derived optimism, established the “At- 
lanta Republican” as an anti-demi- 
cratic and temperance daily. Mr. Re- 
neau was one of the lingering whigs 
of his day, but his larger distinction 
was his outstanding advocacy of pro- 
hibition after the fashion of the 
‘Maine law,” recently enacted in that 
far-eastern state. He preached, orat- 
ed, and published pamphlets in favor 
of a like enactment in Georgia, and 
one of his chief allies was that then 
ascending statesman, Benjamin Mar- 
exerhe Republi 

“The Republican” was subsequently 
bought by Jonathan Norcross, . who 
notoriously never bought anything that 
was “going down.” While he owned 
it he bid to the city council “to 
print its proceedings for $25 -per year,” 
and the city council yoted the job to

In Business Seen 


In Next Quarter 


New Orleans, December 11.—(/)— 
Predictions that business and indus- 
trial activity in the southeast during 
the next three months will be 10 per 
cent or more, greater than during the 
first three months of 1925, was made 
here today during a q uarterly meet- 
ing of the Southeast Shippers’ Region- 
al Advisory Board. 

The forecast is based on reports 
from chairmen of 15 commodity com- 
mittees, covering practically all lines 
of business and industry in the terri- 
tory south of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi river. These reports form 
the basis on which southeastern rail- 
roads will be asked to furnish trans- 
portation service during the next quar- 
ter. 

The committee on miscellaneous 
commodities reported that the total 
volume of business is “at or near rec- 
ord proportions, and sentiment in the 
territory is generally optimistic.” The 
committee estimated that the increase 
in building construction in the terri- 
totry this year doubled that of 1924. 
Reports indicate that industrial activ- 
ities in general are increasing. 

The fertilizer committee indicated | 
that an increase of 12 per cent in the 
movement might be expected. The 
coal and coke committee declared that 
car requirements for the next three 
months are estimated at 100 per cent 
of existing mine rating. The grain 
and grain products committee said a 
10 per cent increase in business is an- 
ticipated. . 

In the building material line. the 
business outlook, it was declared, de- 
pends entirely upon the possibility of 
moving commodities into Florida. 
Lumber mill operators in Georgia and 
Florida are closing their plants be- 
cause of their inability to reach the 
Florida markets, it was asserted.

In considering batsmen, right and left-handed, of all periods of base- 


ball, you must put Tyrus Raymond 


cient proof of his superiority can be found in the record books. 
batter in history has been able to hit like Cobb over such a prolonged 


‘period. 

Next to Cobb I would place a right- 
handed batsman, Honus Wagner, and 
third in the list I would place still 
another right-hander, Napoleon La- 
joie. 

Many will disagree with me. They 
will claim that Rogers Hornsby is a 
better batsman than Cobb, or at least 
a better batter than either of the 
right-handers that I have ranked sec- 
ond and third\to Cobb. It may be 
that Hornsby is better, but one can 
not judge at this period of Hornsby’s 
eareer whether he is superior to Cobb, 
‘Wagner or Lajoie. To have perma- 
nent standing a man must bat high 
over an extended period. Cobb car- 
ried on for 20 seasons at a dismal pace 
(at least it was dismal to all oppo- 
sition). Wagner and Lajoie continued 
even longer than Cobb. For the years 
that he has been in the majors, Horns- 
by has a better record than any other 
man, but he has not been in the ma- 
jors long enough to be placed above 
the men I have mentioned. Ten years 
from now Hornsby may be recognized 
as the greatest batter of all time, but 
he can not be given that ranking at 
the present time. He has several 
years to go. 

Cobb's Advantage Natural. 


Cobb had a natural advantage over 
Hornsby. Cobb batted left-handed, 
Hornsby batted right-handed. Cobb, 
for the same reason, had a natural 
advantage over Wagner and Lajoie, 
both right-handed batters. The man 
who bats right-handed has at least 
two more steps to first base than the 
oie batting left-handed, and these two 
extra steps that the right-hander must 
take are going to beat him out of a 
great many hits that the left-handed 
batter will get on balls hit to the in- 
field. How many plays do you see 
in a game, decided by half a step? A 
left-handed batter will beat these 
‘lays, while a right-handed batter will 
oe them, and when a batter loses a 
play, he loses a hit, unless the play is 
scored as an error. 

On the performances that are now 
haseball history the crown must go to 
Cobb. He was great because of a 
rare blending of gifts, natural and de- 
veloped. He had the eye, the speed, 
the intelligence and the start. He had 
the genius of pace. No man ever broke 
faster from the plate; few ever broke 
as fast. But Willie Keeler, Harry 
Bay and Burt Shorten all broke fast. 
Bay, while not a good batter, broke 
from the plate as fast as Cobb. He 
had lightning quickness getting away 
and wonderful speed in moving to 
first. The infielders had to over- 
hurry on any grounder hit by Bay. 
But Cobb hit many more balls than 
tny and he had the natural advantage 


of the left-hander over the right- 
hander. 

Every batter, no matter how good. 
has a weakness. It may be a trifle, 
but it is still there. He will prefer 
certain balls to others. Now, a pitch- 
er may know the weakness of a bat- 
ter, but knowing that weakness and 
being able to pitch to the exact spot 
that is weak are two entirely differ- 
ent matters. A few inches either way 
mean disaster for the pitcher. Cobb 
had a reputation of being weak on low 
balls pitehed inside. Every intelli- 

nt pitcher tried to pitch the ball 
ow and inside for Cobb. Sometimes 
they did, but more often they did not. 
Urban Shocker, an unusually intelli- 
gent pitcher, used to pitch the ball be- 

low Cobb’s knees for a third strike, 
hoping he would go after it. If Cobb 
bit on this low one he was gone. 

There was not a chance to hit it. 

Cobb did not bend his knees enough 

to enable him to hit low pitching suc- 

eessfully. Smart pitchers knew this. 

Also, they knew that Cobb was eager 

to hit. But few of them ever really 
_ yput their knowledge into beneficial use 

as Shocker did. The peculiar part 
about it was that these balls that could 
go for third strikes with Shocker pitch- 
ing to Cobb would all have been called 
bails if Cobb had ignored them. But 
he was sure he could hit them and 
kept on trying. 

Varner was a free hitter. He could 
poke them into any field. He could 
pull a ball or place it. He was 
fast on his feet ani a much harder 
hitter than Cobb, but he did not con- 
nect so often. There have been few 
batters as awkward as Wagner, but 
he was an ideal batter in spite of it, 

for he would get the ball out in front

present-day players keep that 
mind: Wagner always remembered it 
and practiced it as well. 

There never was a batter harder 
to dope than Honus. I could never 
figure out whether he studied the 
pitchers or outguessed them, or wheth- 
er he simply stood at bat and whaled 
the ball through natural ability. Some- 
times he was fooled on a curve ball. 
The pitcher would come back with the 
same kind of curve and Wagner would 
smash the ball into right field... He 
would be fooled by a fast one and look 
foolish going after it. The same 
delivery tried again would find Wag- 
ner pulling the ball past third base 
for a double or triple. What seemed 
to be his weakness on one pitched ball 
was his strength on exactly the same 
kind of pitched ball a moment later.

and cannot be controlled by the enact- 
ments of any other body. 

Commenting on the stricter rulings 
of the association, one of which rro- 
vides that no athlete shall engage in 
two consecutive sports in point of 


time unless he has maintained an 85 
per cent average in his class work, 
Dr. William H. Faulkner, who rep- 
resented Virginia at the Charleston 
meeting, said that the new regula- 
tions were passed “under a misrepre- 
sentation of facts.” He voted for the 
measure himself, he declared, after 
listening to an address by President 
Sanford, of the southern conference, 
and with the understanding that the 
new rules were favored by the execu- 
tive committee of the conference.

.« The announcement followed a meeting this afternoon of the athletic 
and football committees of the university, at which James R. Knapp, chair- 
man of the latter committee, and Reynolds Benson, graduate manager of 
athletics, submitted a report of negotiations with Rockne, which were 
completed during the latter’s recent visit to New York. Rockne’s selec- 
tion was approved by the athletic committee and Benson said he would 
assume charge of the coachifg this spring. 


The committee also stated that 
Rockne would confer with Columbia 
football officials December 28, at 
which time the question of his assist- 
ants will be discussed. The selec- 


tion of his aides will be left en- 
tirely in Rockne’s hands, however, it 
was explained. 

Famous for his development last 
year of a national championship elev- 
en, which included the backfield of 
Miller, Layden, Crowley and Stuhl- 
dreber—better known as the “Four 
Horsemen”—Rockne had been so close- 
ly linked to Notre Dame and Notre 
Dame football fame as to be almost 
generally considered a fixture there. 
His phenomenal success at the Indi* 
ana university has brought him many 
coaching offers in recent years, but 
Rockne previously returned them all 
down with such regularity as to give 
the impression he would not be on “the 
market.” 

Announcement was made a year ago 
that Rockne was under a long term 
contract at Notre Dame, with an an- 
nual salary of $10,000. Information 
relative to the ea 4 attached to his 
contract with Columbia -was not made 
public by officials of the New York 
university. 


Considered Two Years Ago. 


Although Rockne’s decision to come 
to New York was received as a dis 
tinct surprise by foothall followers 
here, announcement was made that se- 
lection of the Notre Dame mentor 
had been seriously considered two 


'years ago. The late Perey D. Haugh- 


ton, famous as ceach of Harvard 
teams, was chosen at that time, how- 
ever. Haughton died_at the height of 


the season of 1924, and was sneceeded 
this year by Charles F. Crowley, for- 
mer Harvard and Notre Dame star. 
Using many of the players d:veloped 
by the former Crimson coach, Crow- 
ley brought his team through a fair 
season, marked by a notable triumph 
over Army. after that team had been 
unexpectedly held to a tie by New 
York university. Long’ standing 
friendship between Rockne and Crow- 
ley was considered by observers here 
as holding the possibility of the latter 
continuing at Columbia as one of the 
mid-estern coach’s assistants. 


ROCKNE ON VACATION; 
NOTRE DAME SILENT 


South Bend, Ind., December 1!1.— 
(/)—Knute Rockne, athletic director 
of the Notre Dame, mentioned in New 
York dispatches as having come to 
terms with .Columbia university as 
head football coach, could not be 
reached here tonight. The Rev. Mat- 
thew Walsh, president of Notre Dame, 
said Rockne left South Bend early 
this week on a vacation. He planned

Georgia will carry a surplus of 
£880,000 in her treasury at the ‘end 
of the year 1926, according to a re- 
port on the state’s fiscal affairs filed 
with Governor Clifford Walker by 
Sam J. Slate, state auditor. By the 
end of 1926, this surplus will have 
been reduced to. $210,000, the report 
states, and by January 1, 1928, ere | 
will be a treasury deficit of $1,439,- 
000 at the present rate of income and 
appropriations, 

e heavy deficit at the end of 
1927 is ascribed to the change in the 
gasoline tax law, the one cent which 
has hitherto gone into the general 
treasury going to the highway depart- 
ment after 1926. 

Auditor Slate has just completed a 
thorough investigation of the state’s 
financia] condition. The anditor’s 
balance is of date November 24, and 
shows at that time a general balance 
in the treasury of $1,890,250.12. Un- 
collected revenue for the year, which 
consists mostly of the general real es- 
tate tax, inasmuch as county’ tax 
books do not close until. December 20, 
will swell this total to $6,714,963.55., 
Unpaid appropriations of $5,284,- 
678.17, with other minor liabilities 
making a total of $5,826,963.55. leave 
a net balance to the good at the end 
of the year of $888,000. 

This report indicates that the state 
of the treasury is much better than 
was generally believed during the ses- 
sion of the legislature last summer. At 
that time it was predicted that the 
state would have a deficit of $778,000 
at the end of 1926, but the surplus 
from 1925, together with careful 
economy, changes this to a surplus 
of $210,000, the auditor reports. This, 
of course, is largely due to the heavy 
surplus going over from 1925. 

After deducting the one-cent per 
gallon revenue which the _ treasury 
loses to the highway department in 

it is figured that the state's 
revenue for that year will be §$9,- 
540,000 instead of $10,328,000. With 
appropriations for 1927 already made 
by the legislature totaling $11,189,- 
000, the estimated deficit at the con- 
clusion of 1927 is seen as $1,439,000.

CHAPTER ONE. 

North Poleville, Eskimoland, De- 
cember 11.—(By Wireless.)—AVe all 
know Santa Claus. Everyone loves 


him and likes to bear stories about 
him. -But stop to think of what you 
know about Santa Claus. Can you 
tell any more than that he lives u, jn 
the Jand of ice and 8’ near the 
North Pole, that-he has a white beard 
and wears a red suit and hat, and 
that once a year he drives away with 
his team of swift reindeer and visits 
good children everywhere, goirg down 
the chimney and leaving presents? 

In the last few years men have dis- 
covered many great things. Explorers 
have gone far away, in ships, in air- 
planes and on fvot, and have brought 
back tales of strange lands and peo- 

le. 

But the greatest story, you will all 
agree, is the finding of the home of 
Santa Claus. 

Early this winter a man called the 
Captain and his wife were away up 
north among the Eskimos taking mov- 
ing pictures. The Captain took pic- 
tures of the way the Eskimos lived 
in their snow houses and hunted the 
elar bear, the seal and the walrus. 
fe saw how they herded their rein- 
deer. 

The Constitution _ sent its corre- 
spondent to visit the Captain. It was 
nearly Christmas time when the cor- 
respondent arrived, cnd of course 
everybody was talking about Santa 
Claus. The Eskimos, of course, are 
the nearest neighbors of Santa Claus 
and ought te know something about 
him. So The Constitutions corre- 
spondent. and the Captain s wife 
(shall we call her Mrs. Cap?) be- 
gan to ask questions. 

We thought it would be a wonder- 
ful thing to meet Santa Clars and eall 
on him in his home, erhaps even 
have tea with him. and then ask him 
if he would allow us to make honest- 
to-goodness moving pictures of him. 

At last we found a little wrinkled 
old Eskimo woman called An-nung, 
who thought she could direct us to the 
home of Santa Claus. 

A Long, Lorg Journey. 

So one day we started off, ~7ith our 
reindeer teams headed north, and 
traveled for many days and nights. 
Really it was night all the time, for 
in this country the sun does not shine 
for three months in the winter, but 
the moon shining on the snow makes 
it almost as light as day. : 

Such a fierce .wind was blowing 
that even the reindeer could hardly 
face it, and the snow was whirling 
and swirling in such a fury that we 
could hardly see. This wind, the old 
Eskimo woman told us, came from the 
eave of Layluk, the North Wind. No 
Eskimo had ever been beyond it, be- 
cause Layluk is a fierce spirit. He 
wears a black coat, black as the Are- 
tic night, and every time he shakes 
the folds of his coat the weather 
grows colder and colder until every-

While this fierce snowstorm was 
raging, the Captain took a picture of 
his reindeer teams and the wild 
Layluk. He froze his fingers and 
Layluk blew the camera full of snow, 
but we got our picture, which we are 
sending you by wireless. Then Lay- 
luk seemed to feel that he was de- 
feated, for the wind grew less and we 
were able to go through te pass in 
the mountains. 

The next day we found ourselves 
on a great level plain, called a tun- 
dra. which was covered with reindee: 
moss, ‘jur reindeer dug through the 
snow with their sharp little hoofs and 
shoveled the ‘now away with their 
antlers and had a great feast of the 
moss, while. Mrs. Cap cooked a hot 
meal. Soon after the ieimdeer grew 
restless, tossed their antlers in the 
air and ran as far as their ropes 
would let them.

It is a 
great thing to ride behind a pair of 
these swift steeds. 

Just before the big moon sank be- 
hinu a low ridge of mountains we be- 
gan to see hundreds and even thou- 
sands of dark spots all over the great 
plain.

These notes show that West Wad 
of that day did not have paved streets, 
neither did it have gas or ‘electricity, 
but it did have a street car, and that 
a little horse car too.

There are thousands of people in 
every community who are anxious to 


learn .something about magic, who 
haven’t the slightest idea about ac- 
quiring’ knowledge on .his most in- 
teresting subject: for a magic triek 
wherever presented, if well done, will 
always attract, whether in ,the draw- 
ing room, at the club or theater and 
even on the street corner; I bave seen 
hundreds stand for hours held spell- 
bound with some little pocket trick. 
Therefore I have prepared for the 
readers of The Constitution a series 
of six lessons to assist those who are 
really interested in magic, not with 
the object of divulging generally how 
a trick is done, but rather to help 
those really interested how to do it. 
for there is a vast difference in know 
ing -how a trick is done and how to 
do it. Once you learn ‘the A B C, 
the knowledge of others will quickly 
follow, and ere long you will find 
yourself devoted to a new art that 
will tax your ingenuity and enable 
you to enjoy a many and otherwise 
dull hour and will help you gain many 
new friends and admirers. - 

It has. been my pleasure to meet 
dozens of America’s best~ commercial 
salesmen who employ a few magic 
tricks to introduce their subject. I 
know many young men who are in 
demand socially, due alone to their 
ability to entertain with magic. 
know of no other branch of entertain- 
ment that sharpens the wit and quick- 
ens the intellect like ihe practice « 
magic. In a child ally it drives 
away dullness, and recommend it 
highly asa pleasing pastime to those 
who will take it seriously. The les- 
sons that follow are of the simplest 
kind and consist of what I have found 
to be the best small tricks of the hun- 
dreds that I possess knowledge. There 
are a few important rules that [I urge 
my readers to follow, and they are 
even more important than the mere 
coneneaae of Lnowing how a t:'“k is 
one. 

Do not read these lessons with the 
mere object of finding out how each 
trick is done, but study it and learn 
how to do it. If 


fjat any gathering and, 


presentation. Therefore do not at- 
tempt to demonstrate any trick or 
slight, no matter how trivial, until 
you are perfectly at ease with it and 
confident that you Lave mastered it. 
A trick, no matter how good, poorly 
presented will not sustain the interest 
of the audience, and once you lose 
this interest your own | -k of en- 
thusiasm will follow. I find often 
that the more simple the trick the 
more puzzling it is. This is perhaps 
due to the elaboration given to its 
presentation. Therefore, if you*have 
a simple problem to work with, you 
/must use your own skill to build it 
up, and therein lies one of the se- 
crets of successful presentation. Very 
rarely divulge the nature of the effect 
you are about to offer, for this takes 
away the punch at the {.nish,.and the 
surprise of a trick properly and sud- 
denly put over is often worth as much 
as the trick itself. Never immedi- 
ately repeat the same problem under 
similar conditions unle~: you vary the 
method of operation. One trick alone 
is seldom as effective as two or three 
of a varied nature following in rapid 
succession, for this does not give the 
onlooker sufficient time to fathom the 
real action that takes place. 

Therefore I offer a ioutine of les- 
sons, each one a trick in itself. but 
with the object that the reader mas 
ter all of them and p.esent them in 
consecutive order and the lot combined 
will round out a neat little act or pro- 
gram of sufficient merit to c itertain 
I hope, might 
act as an inspiration for those who 
take the time and trouble to master 
the follo ing lessons.

T.C.I. Firm Plans 
Big Improvement 
In Birmingham 


—_ 


Birmingham, Ala., December 11.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
Tennessee Coal Iron & Railroad com- 
pany, subsidy of the United States 
Steel corporation, today announced 
that work would start at once on im- 
provements and additions to its prop- 
erties here which would run into mil- 
lions. No statement was made as 
to the contemplated expenditures but 
the industrial districts . understand 
that the total will run about $10,- 
000,000. 

The announcement of the improve- 
ments was made by George Gordon 
Crawford, president of the company, 
who said that the additions would be 
constructed at Fairfield where the 
company now operates large plants 
contiguous to rich ore and coal mines. 
Among the improvements listed were 
f.ur additional hearth furnaces, 140 
tons capacity each, additional heat- 


ing furnaces and ingot strippers to | 


the blooming mill; two new blast 


furnaces, 600 tons daily capacity 
each; a battery of 77 sixteen-ton by- 
product coke ovens; an electric pow- 
er station built to utilize. the gas 
which ordinarily would be wasted at 
the new blast furnaces; two turbine 
generators of 25,000 k. w. capacity 
and three turbine blowers of 70,000 
cubic feet capacity for operating the 
new blast furnaces. 

These improvements constitute the 
largest development in the Alabama 
mine field in many years, it was 
said in industrial circles. 

It is said that orders for the ma- 
terial have been placed and that the 
contemplated improvements will be 
completed in about a year. 

Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the 
steel corporation, made three visits 
to the district duri: + the early 
mouths of the year and reports were 
current at the time that large im- 
provements were contemplated. Noth- 
ing official was announced, however, 
until today. 

The new equipment will utilize 
products that hitherto have gone to 
waste, it wa. stated. Tle added 
equipment will largely increase the 
output of the company, which al- 
ready is the largest employer of labor 
in the district.

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DR. WILLIAM F. WILD 
SPEAKS ON CANCER 


Discussing causes, treatment and 
ravages of the dread disease, Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Wild, of New York, secretary 
of the American Society for Control of 
Cancer, Friday night addressed a gath- 
ering of hospital, graduate and public 
health nurses on cancer in Eagan Me- 
morial auditorium of the Central 


Presbyterian church. 

Dr. Wild pointed out that 100,000 
deaths occur annually as the result 
of cancer, 1,500 of them in Georgia. 
He drew attention to the fact that 
more than one-third of the deaths are 
due to eancer of the stomach and 
liver, and emphasized the importance 
of Having the disease treated by capa- 
ble physicians when it makes its first 
appearance. 

Miss Jane Van de Vrede, vice pres- 
ident of the American Nurses’ asso- 
ciation, and Miss Emma Habenicht, 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
company, were active in securing at- 
tendance of nurses at the lecture.

Offered Belgium 


New York, December 11.—()— 
The financial support of the country’s 
federal reserve banks has been en- 
listed for Belgium’s program of mon- 
etary stabilization, involying an even- 
tual return to the gold standard. 

Credit resources of the reserve in- 
stitutions, officials of the local bank 
announced today, would be opened: to 
the national bank of Belgium through 
the medium of purchasing prime com- 
mercial bills, The federal reserve 
assistance will supplement the two 
.private’ credits which already have 
been extended by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
andthe Guaranty Trust company, to- 
gether with European banks, which

Benjamin Strong, governor of the 

Federal Reserve bank of New York, 
issued the following statement in ex- 
planation of the arrangement. 
_ “As an aid to the plans which are 
In progress for itaproving the mon- 
etary position of Belgium, the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank of New York in 
association with other federal reserve 
banks, has indicated its readiness to 
cooperate with the Belgian bank of 
issue, the Banque Nationale de Bel- 
gique, if desired, by purchasing prime 
Belgian commercial bills. 

“It is understood that offers of 
cooperation have also been made by 
the Bank of England and other Eu- 
ropean banks of issue.” 

*lans for the credit were mapped 
out during the recent visit to New 
York of Governor Hautain of the 
Bank of Belgium and are similar to 
those negotiated last spring for as- 
sisting Great Britain to reestablish 
a free gold market. Unlike the Brit- 
ish transaction, however, no definite 
amounts have been stipulated.

New York, December 11.—Today’s 
stock market displayed more strength, 
was more active and was broader. As 
far as industrials were concerned, 
however, it was evident that consid- 
erable donkey whacking was going 
on, Most people in Wall street ex- 
pected the bull stock market to be 
resumed either late this month or 
early in 1926..

METHODIST BISHOPS 
MEET AT NASHVILLE 


Nashville, Tenn., December 11.— 
(?)—The College of Bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
convened here today for its fall 
meeting which probably will last for 
two days. The paramount question 
before the bishops is the official can- 
vass of the vote on unification with 
the Methodist Episcopal 'church. 

Only one member of the college, 
Bishop H. A. Boaz, in charge of 
Methodist interests in the Orient, was 
detained from attending. Bishop 
Warren A. Candler, senior active 
bishop, president of the college, pre- 
sided with Bishop Collins Denny as 
secretary. 

In addition to the canvass of the 
unification vote, matters pertaining 
to the quadrennial general conferente 
of the church next May were to be 
taken up. 

The bishops at this session also 
were to select a member of the col- 
lege to deliver the Episcopal address 
to the general conference. This duty 
usually is prformed by the bishops 
in rotation, according to seniority in 
service. They also will probably pre- 
pare a message to the church. 

In connection with the canvass, 
the college will pass on any questions 
relating to the legality of the vote of 
any conference, and its decision will 
be regarded as final in the southern 
church. 

Figures heretofore atnounced by 
the secular press bureau of the church 
show a numerical m-‘ority of 420 
votes in favor of unification bat a 
lack of 1,949 of the required constitu- 
tional three-fourths majority. The 
total vote is 4,528 for unification and 
4,108 against.
